Canadian capital was described as 
“the siege of Ottawa.” In any 
event this mass protest from th» 
West commanded great attention. 
It was regarded as of sufficient im¬ 
portance to warrant the adjourn¬ 
ment of the government for a day 
to give hearing. Opportunity was 
given to make representations, and 
this explosion from the west was 
received sympathetically by Sir 
Wilfred Laurier. Senator Riley 
recalls that Sir Robert Borden, 
th, n leader of the^opposition, look¬ 
ed over the assembled westerners 
and observed with a twinkle, “If 
only for a day, I’m glad to see (he 
treasury branches filled with ho l- 
est men.” 

But the payoff on that agitation 
for freer trade was the defeat oj 
the Reciprocity treaty in 1911, ar.d 
the downfall of the Laurier gov¬ 
ernment on that issue. However, 
there was one tangible and highly 
important result from that March 
on. Ottawa. Through those repre¬ 
sentations the > cstern provides 
were granted leading platforms, at 
grain shipping points. This was a 
very vital concession aTThat time. 
- Grows in Strength 

This b merely one example of 
the definite purpose and determin¬ 
ation for reform which character¬ 
ized United Farmers in early years 
leading to a mounting: member¬ 
ship. 

Great strength was reached in 
the years of the first Great War, 
and in the succeeding years when 
the farms took the first impact of 
deflating prices. This spurred on 
the belief that more could be ac¬ 
complished by polit cal power, and 
the United Farmers, quite unex¬ 
perienced in governmental affairs, 
was swept into provincial political 
power in 1921. At the same time 
they elected an outstanding group 
of members’ for the Dominion 
House. The latter group, though 
numerically only a handful at Ot¬ 
tawa. exerted an influence far be¬ 
yond their numbers and was prob¬ 
ably the most able representation 
Alberta has ever had in the feder¬ 
al house. They were politically 
astute, end when the dominance of 
Liberal or Conservative tottered 
in 1926. the Progressives found 
themselves in an enviable position 
from a bnrga ning standpoint. By 
this means, they secured for the 
Vest lower freight rate conces¬ 
sions through Crows Xest PlM 
UpiNlltill!, and other concessions 
which meant much in the cost "of 
western wheat production.

For continuity and influence the 
United Farmers of Alberta have 
stood pre-eminent in agricultural 
endeavors in this province. The 
history of the organization extends 
from 1905, and is identified politi¬ 
cally, economically and socially 
with every phase of Alberta ad¬ 
vance. 

In 1905 there were two farm 
associations in the province. These 
were the Alberta Farmers’ Associ¬ 
ation and the Canadian Society of 
Equity. In 1909 these two associa¬ 
tions amalgamated under the name 
of the United Farmers of Alberta, 
and under that title locals all over 
the province were organized. Hand 
in hand with tihe spread of the U. 
F.A. went, the development of the 
United Farm Women which first 
set about organizing as a provin¬ 
cial body. 

From the outset the L^l’.A. was 
an aggressive body alive to various 
ways in which the western farmer 
was exploited, and determined to 
battle against these injustices. 
This combative spirit was sensa¬ 
tionally illustrated in 1910, when 
the recently organized farm body 
of Alberta joined in sending a tre¬ 
mendous western delegation to 
Ottawa to press for freer trade 
and a fairer deal for the wheat 
grower in relation w'ith grain 
companies. 

Senator Dan Riley, who was one 
of the first president* of the High 
River branch, was one of thy dele¬ 
gates to Ottawa. They were a dele¬ 
gation 1000 strong. Down east they 
were called “the coon coat bri-

Well, it’s goodbye to all that srnce science has 
taken hold. No sooner is one launched on a forecast 
of what is coming up, than some crass soul chokes it 
off by saying “The radio forecast is for clear and 
colder.” This is final. There is no more to be said 
and all the charm of speculation is removed. What 
is the use of trying to work out the puzzle for one¬ 
self when the answer is at hand just by turning on 
the radio or opening thij, daily paper. And another 
objection to'these meteorological forecasts is that 
they can double one’s anxiety and take the cream off 
two days instead of one day. When scattered hail¬ 
storms are predicted a day ahead, you suffer the 
loss and misery of hail in advance as well as when 
it is actually happening. And the fact that it may 
not actually happen to you doesn’t help much. 
You’ve gone through it in spirit. 

One of the worst features of the service is the 
way it can destroy plans for a picnic »r for some 
outing. This is hardest of all on the youngsters, who 
never care what sort of o’ay it is so long as they can 
get going on the trail. But if the forecast is for rain, 
mother* quits her baking; father says “We'd better 
go some other day,” and the whole ant cipated .joy is

SEWER RATES BYLAW 


A BYIAW of the Town of Vul¬ 
can to provide for the levying and 
collecting of charges for sewer 

services. 

WHEREAS it is estimated that 
the cost of operating and main¬ 
tenance of the proposed Sewer and 
Sewerage Disposal System will be 
about $5,858.53 per annum, which 
amount covers the annual deben¬ 
ture payment of $4,337.53, together 
with the cost of operation and 
maintenance of about $1,057.00 
qnd a sum for depreciation re¬ 
serve of $464.00. 

WHEREAS the probable revenue 
from the said system for each year 
would be about $3,624.00 from 
sewer service charges and $2,- 
267.00 per year from "Special 
Frontage Assessment” and “Spec¬ 
ial Locals Benefit Assessment,” 

The Mayor and Council of the 


Town of Vulcan pursuant to au¬ 
thority granted in Section 236 of 
the Town ami Village Act (as 
amended by Section 4 of The Act 
to amend the Town and Village 
Act, being Chapter 40 of the Sta¬ 
tutes of Alberta, 1914), being 
Chapter 150 of the "Revised Sta¬ 
tutes of Alberta, 1912, ENACTS

For Garages and Service Stations, each__ 2.00 

For Pool Rooms and Recreation Halls_,__ 2.00 

For Restaurants_ 5.00 

For Barber Shops and Beauty Parlors_ 5.00 

For Laundries _,_ 5.00 

For Schools, each____;_ 10.00 

For Hospitals, each __ 15.00 

For Hotels with beer license_%L_ 20.00 

For Creameries w._____ 25.00 


Any service not specially rated 
in the foregoing schedule of rates 
shall take a minimum basic rating 
of sixty (60) cents per 1,000 Im¬ 
perial gallons of water used per 
month, with a minimum charge of 
$1.00 per month. 

3. The Town Council shall have 
(he right to decide Into what clas¬ 
sification any building belongs. 

4. - Sewer service charges in de¬ 
fault shall constitute debts to the 
Town which may be recovered by 
action in any court of competent 
jurisdiction or by distress upon 
and seizure of the goods and chat¬ 
tels of either the owner or pur¬ 
chaser of the property served, and 
sewer service charges in default 
shall constitute a lien upon the 
property served and shall be sub¬ 
ject to the same penalties and shall 
be collectable in the same manner 
as taxes. 

5. There shall, in addition to 
the rates se.t out above, be levied 
and collected on the several lands 


abutting on that portion of the 
street or place whereon or wherein 
the sewer is to be laid according 
to the number of lineal feet there¬ 
of of the said several lands meas¬ 
ured along the abutting portion, 
at a uniform and equal rate of ten 
cents per foot per annum; provid¬ 
ed that where several parcels of 
land abut on the sewer some of 
which appear to call for a smaller 
or larger proportionate levy on ac¬ 
count of being corner lots or be¬ 
ing of different size or shape from 
other parcels of land, such excep¬ 
tional parcels of land may be as¬ 
sessed as having a smaller or larg¬ 
er number of feet abutting there¬ 
on than they actually have, so that 
each parcel of land abutting on 
the sewer shall bear a fair, just 
and equitable proportion of the 
cost of the sewer.

War Production 
Great Farm Epic 

Despite Manpower Loss Produc¬ 
tion Soared to Meet British 
Requirements 


During World War II the pro¬ 
duction of many agricultural pro- 
lucts established an all-time rec- 
>rd in Alberta. The total area of 
land under cultivation increased 
rom 19,078,500 acres in* 1939 to 
10,555,200- acres in 1945. During 
this period, on account of the de- 
nand for specific agricultural pro- 
lucts, mainly of livestock origin, 
he acreage of grain produced for 
ash, such as wheat, declined, while 
here was an increased acreage of 
eed grains and other crops for 
vhich there was a special demand 
uch as flax, vegetable seeds, etc. 
'he reduction in the acreage of 
heat was mot only due to the 
treater demand for livestock pro- 
lucts, but was also brought about 
hrousrh special policies of the Do- 
ninion Government, such as the 
wheat acreage reduction program. 

The increase registered in feed 
train was not limited entirely to 
hese crops. The acreage devoted 
o the production of sugar beets 
'as increased as the demand for 
iomestic grown sugar developed 
lue to the lack of shipping space 
o bring it from outside the Do- 
nininn. 

During the war years there was 
\ very rapid development of can- 
>ing cops, notablv peas, tomatoes, 
nimpkin and other vegetables. 
This development occurred because 
>f the greater demand for canned 
nods for shipment to those areas 


the production of vegetable seeds. 
Prior to the war most vegetable 
seeds were imported into the Do¬ 
minion, but when erstwhile sources 
of supply were cut off it became 
necessary to obtain them else¬ 
where. Thus a considerable vege¬ 
table seed industry developed in 
British Columbia and in the irri¬ 
gated districts of southern Alberta. 

Although Alberta was for many 
years prior to the war the second- 
largest producer in Canada of 
Cattle, calves and swine, the most 
notable change that took place in 
agricultural production due to the 
war was the tremendous Increase 
in the production of livestock and 
livestock products. Marketing of 
hogs increased from just less than 
a million head in 1939 to approxi¬ 
mately three million head in. 1944. 
Cattle marketings rose from 218,- 
748 head in 1939 to a record pro¬ 
duction of 534,815 head in 1945. 
Production of sheep increased from 
223,791 head in 1939 to 329,954 
head in 1945, and during the same 
' rcriod the production of wool rose 
from 3,408,700 pounds to 4,668,000 
pounds. Canada's commitments to 
Great Britain for cheese and the 
rapid increase in the consumption 
of dairy products at home due to 
the expanding income of the Can¬ 
adian people, resulted in a much 
larger production of milk. The pro¬ 
duction of dairy products, express¬ 
ed in pounds of milk equivalent, in 
1939 was estimated at 1,074,963,- 
000 pounds, while in 1945 the com¬ 
parative figure was 1,727^277,600 
pounds. Egg production rose as 
well, mainly due to the contracts 
which were made between Canada 
and the British Ministry of Food. 

It is gratifying to note that dur¬ 
ing these war years when produc-

in combat. 

, Closely coupled with the devel¬ 
opment of the special crops was 


most products remained equal to 
or Improved slightly above the 
long term average. When it is 


realized that the production of 
these commodities was accomplish¬ 
ed by a smaller working force the 
achievements of agriculture is ev¬ 
en more pronounced. 

No review of agriculture in Al¬ 
berta during the war years would 
be complete without reference to 
the magnificent contribution mane 
by the older age group and the 
young people who remained on the 
farms to carry on. It is estimated 
that approximately 50.000 young 
men and women left Alberta farms 
to join the armed forces and to 
work in war industries. With the 
labour force reduced by this num- 
b'T, those who remained wore 
nevertheless able to achieve records 
of production never reached be¬ 
fore. This was accomplished in the 
main by harder work, but more 
effective organization of facilities 
and the use of mechanized equip¬ 
ment, including many home-made 
labour-saving devices were other 
contributing factors. It has been 
stated that the number of tractors 
in use on Alberta farms almost 
doubled between 1939 and 1945. 

.The Alberta Department of 
Agriculture accepted its responsi¬ 
bility by assisting farmers to meet 
th» production required for Can¬ 
ada’s war effort. At the beginning 
of the war its various policies and 
services were re-designed to meet 
war needs. In the snmmr of 1942 
a speial agreement was made with 
the Dominion Department of Lab¬ 
our for the purpose of assisting to 
meet the farm labour problem. The 
Dominion-Provincial Farm labour 
Service which was developed 
through this joint agreement re¬ 
sulted in an increase of the district 
agriculturist seivice from about 
eighteen men to thirtv workers. 

to the farmers in meeting their la¬ 
bour requirements and in assisting 
to keeg all able-bodied farm work* 


ers at useful employment through¬ 
out the year. 

The department instituted the 
Peace River Water Supply Assist¬ 
ance Policy to aid farmers in ac¬ 
quiring water supplies for their 
livestock and farm use, and thus 
encourage them to keep up produc¬ 
tion of these essential products. 
When war ended, the Alberta Gov- 
ernnint announced a policy for 
assisting veterans to become 
established on provincial lands. 

The agricultural industry of Al¬ 
berta may be justly proud of its 
achievements during World War 
II. It was called upon to produce 
huge quantities of-foodstuffs and 
while this was accomplished by 
the determination and prodigious 
efforts of the farm people to sup¬ 
port the Nation’s war effort to the 
utmost were assisted by the almost 
supernatural coincidence of a per¬ 
iod of good years. Although the 
industry made many sacrifices in 
the contribution of manpower to 
the armed forces and in the efforts 
of ninny older people who remain¬ 
ed to farm for a longer period than 
wou’d normally have been expend¬ 
ed, the winning of the victory wns 
an adequate reward. With the 
war ended and the demand for 
food still of paramount importance 
the people of Alberta are carrying 
on to feed the starving millions of 
the world.

Canada Must Start Now to Pro¬ 
tect Watershed Forests of 
East Slope of Rockies 


The waters that create pros¬ 
perity across the prairies are en¬ 
dangered by the annual destruction 
of 30,000 acres of watershed for¬ 
ests on the East slope of the Rock¬ 
ies, according— to . Robson Black, 
president of the Canadian Forestry 
Association. 


Mr. Black pointed out recently in 
Winnipeg that irrigation officials 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta w’ere 
today far more alarmed by the 
question of water i-upply than by 
the engineering problems of 
ditches and reservoirs. Similarly 
the flow of water into Northern 
Manitoba from the North Sas¬ 
katchewan River was unpredict¬ 
able as long as the situation on 
the east slope of the Rockies re- 
mained unpredictable. 

“Whether the Dominion or Al¬ 
berta does the repair job on the 
out-at-elbows woodlands of _ the 
Rockies,” said Mr. Black, “the 
tackling of that job cannot await a 
single twelve-month. Already it 
has become the most costly piece 
of procrastination to be found in 
ull Canada.

Milling More Flour 


“The records of foreign coun¬ 
tries cry out bitter warnings to 
Canada, to set her watersheds in 
order. Virtually all of the Medi¬ 
terranean countries have lost their 
forests and in doing so have lost 
their solvency. China lost her for¬ 
ests and despite her super-abund-' 
ance of marvelous soil can give 
her farm population nothing better 
than misery and stagnation. 

“In every part of the world,” 
continued Mr. Black, “rivers are 
the creatures of their watershed 
conditions. Our Alberta watersheds 
are truly the economic Gibraltar 
of western agriculture and of our 
hope of future expansion. In their 
restoration and rigid engineering 
management for the future, Mani¬ 
toba is a major partner and the 
Dominion government unquestion¬ 
ably bears the greatest responsi¬ 
bility of all.” 

Alberta’s forest, area measures 
nearly six times as large as the 
kingdom of Belgium. By far the 
greater part of the provincial 
woodlands grows on soil not adapt¬ 
ed to agriculture. This is especially 
true of the watershed forests that 
act as the governor of the Alberta 
rivers flowing out of the Rocky 
Mountains. The land in which the 
tree growth is rooted holds no at¬ 
traction for the farmer. Stripped 
of forest cover it tends to disinteg¬ 
rate under the heavy wash of 
spring floods. Nature clearly de¬ 
signed such locations to be kept 
permanently in woods which, in 
turn, supply a highly-essential con- 
tril to waterflow and at the same 
time furnish unsurpassed scenery 

Mother Nature designed the 
watershed forests to feed the riv¬ 
ers with a regulated flow, but in 
doing so does not waste the water 
itself.

There is 
reason to believe that all the agri¬ 
cultural resources of the world will 
have to be Use'S to their utmost, 
and that assuredly means a lot for 
Canada, which still has unused 
farm lands. 

In the course of this develop¬ 
ment of increased food production, 
Canada is being called upon to 
make gifts and loans to other 
countries, to enable them to get 
over the period of reconstruction. 
Much of these gifts and leans will 
be taken up in buying Canadian 
foodstuffs, and especially Canadian 
wheat. , 

In those circumstances, it would 
be both wise and proper for the 
Canadian Government to moke ev¬ 
ery effort to see that the maximum 
volume of Canadian wheat is sola 
as flour, and not as grain. , 

The Canadian milling industry 
should lie able to< look forward 
with confidence *o a period of in¬ 
creased product',>n and prosperity.

Restrictions 
vary fiom province to province, 
by situations like this: 

“—A school teacher from one 
province, no matter how high his 
academic qualifications or how 
broad his experience, cannot be li¬ 
censed to teach in another without 
going back to school for at least a 
year. "_____ 

“—A lawyer graduating from 
British Columbia can practice in 
that province by paying^ a $150 
registration fee. A lawyer from 
any otner province must pay $2,000 
for the same privilege. 

“—A graduate pharmacist plan¬ 
ning to open a drugstore in a prov¬ 
ince other than that in which he 
qualified must pay registration 
fees up to 20 times as high as that 
required from resident and may 
be barred under quota rules limit¬ 
ing the number of “outside” phar¬ 
macies which may be accepted in 
any cne year. 

The medical profession whs once 
an outstanding example of provin¬ 
cial protection. Up until the early 
1930’s, graduates in medicine from 
cne province wrote the examina¬ 
tions of their provincial medical 
council and were then gianted au¬ 
thority to practice in that prov¬ 
ince. Should they decide to nun w, 
later on, to another province, they 
were required to pass a new set 
of medical council examination* 
and to pay high fees. 

“Then the doctors decided to fix 
a single uniform set of examina¬ 
tions. Today Ihe Canadian Medical 
Council establishes the standing of 
every graduate in medicine. A 
medical student, by passing the 
Canadian Council’s examinations, 
can uractice in the province of his 
choice simply by joining the ap¬ 
propriate provincial Medical As¬ 
sociation and paying the regular 
fee. 

“Last September the Dominion 
Council of Profession Engineers, 
meeting in Calgary, evolved an 
agreement among all. provincial 
associations to permit easy trans¬ 
fer of membership. 

“Carpenters, bricklayers and 
plasterers can come into Ontario 
from outside provinces and quali¬ 
fy as journeymen simply by get¬ 
ting jobs and proving their ability, 
but piumbers and electrical work¬ 
ers Would have to try examinations 
first. The same would apply to 
motor mechanics, barbers and hair¬ 
dressers from other provinces, re¬ 
gardless of the length of their ex¬ 
perience elsewhere. 

British Columbia appears to op¬ 
erate under the biggest “protective 
tariff” of all the provinces with 
particularly severe restrictions 
against outsiders both in phar¬ 
macy and law. 

Canadian butter production has 
been dropping since 1943, and 
housewives cannot spread four 
ounces per person per week over 
the family needs. This has brought 
great demand to make oleomargar¬ 
ine available in Canada. The but¬ 
ter industry apparently cannot 
keep up with the demand except by 
sacrificing cheese which is largely 
exported. 

lc is argued that dairv plants 
could set up departments for man¬ 
ufacture of maigatine without 
much delay if the necessary vege¬ 
table oils were available. Nearly 
one third of Canada's nMIk pro¬ 
duction in 1945 went into cream¬ 
ery butter, and including dairy 
butter nearly half went into butter.

The United Farmers also led in 
legislation to provide more effic¬ 
ient rural education by organiza¬ 
tion of large school divisions. This 
3ystem, however, was not put into 
operation till the Social Credit 
government succeeded to power in 
1936. 

At the same time under the U. 
F.A. government foundations were 
laid in road building and other de¬ 
partments. No government was 
ever less guilty of the charge of 
patronage for political reasons. 
Civil servants were engaged on 
basis of capability regardless of 
party affiliations. 

One achievement of the U.F.A. 
government was the acquisition of 
Alberta’s natural resources made 
effective in 1930. This was the re¬ 
sult of long negotiations with the 
federal government with much 
credit going to Premier Brownlee 
for the part he played. 

Great advances were made in the 
spread of social services during 
the U.RA. regime. Legislation in 
agriculture was designed at alt 
times to stabilize and strengthen 
the farm position, to raise stand¬ 
ards of livestock, and secure prices 
which would encourage the pur¬ 
suit of farming as a way of life.
